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INTRODUCTION 


This year’s Annual Review covers the work of the Library’s two departments 
for European non-printed materials, the Department of Western 


Manuscripts and the Contemporary Medical Archives Centre (CMAC). 


The Department of Western Manuscripts continues to acquire materials for 
the history of medicine and related subjects in the UK and continental 
Europe. Most such acquisitions enter the numerical series of Western 
Manuscripts, but a few especially large and complex accessions are held as 
separate collections, akin to the CMAC collections. This year Mr Anthony 
Morson generously deposited his remarkable collection of family papers and 
records of the firm of Thomas Morson and Son Ltd, which will be treated in 
this way. Like many other collections, the Morson papers straddle the nine- 
teenth and twentieth centuries, and thus the theoretical dividing line 
between the respective responsibilities of the two departments. This points 
up another good reason for bringing the increasingly awkward departmental 


separation to an end. 


At the same time as the Western Manuscripts Department acquired the 
Morson papers, the CMAC received records of Fennings Pharmaceuticals, 
another firm dealing in proprietary medicines. In a year which saw the 
Business Archives Council’s database of records of the British 
Pharmaceutical Industry in the final stages of production, 1998 looks set fair 
to be the year of pharmaceutical archives. 


It is good too to be able to report that progress is finally being made with the 
Hospital Records Project, originally set up by the Wellcome Institute for the 
History of Medicine and the Public Record Office (PRO) in 1985. At the 
end of September 1997 the database was virtually ready to be mounted in 
the Wellcome Institute Library for final testing, before being made generally 
available here and at the PRO. 


Reviews of the Guide to the Contemporary Medical Archives Centre appeared 
in the Journal of the Society of Archivists and in Archives and it is gratifying to 
report that the former noted the national standing of the CMAC and praised 


the publication, while the latter commented that since its establishment in 
1979 the CMAC had “proved an invaluable resource for researchers in the 
burgeoning field of the history of medicine”. 


At the end of August Jennifer Haynes left to take up a newly created post of 
Archivist at the Institute of Education, University of London. Jennifer had 
been with the CMAC for four years, on a number of temporary contracts, 
during which she listed several of the larger collections. She also assisted in 
selecting and setting up the database for the Wellcome Archives Project. She 
will be greatly missed. Isobel Hunter will take over the cataloguing of the 
Project, which is more than half completed. A one-year temporary post 


covering for Isobel’s work commenced in October 1997. 


ACCESSIONS 


Western Manuscripts 


The most important acquisition of the year was the collection of papers 
formed by Anthony Morson, relating to his ancestor Thomas Morson, the 
chemist, and the firm he founded, Thomas Morson and Son Ltd. Thomas 
Morson (1799-1874), apprentice apothecary, succeeded to his master’s 
business in the old Fleet Market in the City of London in 1821, after a peri- 
od of study in France. He moved to larger premises in Southampton Row in 
1825, and subsequently became one of the leading British pharmacists, 
acting as a bridge between continental chemistry and pharmacology and the 
London pharmaceutical establishment. He thus did much to transform the 
traditional empiricism of the English apothecary. He was also a successful 
entrepreneur, opening a factory at Hornsey, largely for the manufacture of 
medicinal creosote. Later expansion included a second works at Homerton 
in 1869 (although Morson products continued to be retailed through the 
pharmacy in Southampton Row until the turn of the century). In 1901, the 
company’s main base of operations moved out to Ponder’s End, Enfield, at 
the time a green-field site. In 1957 the firm was acquired by the American 


conglomerate Merck. 


Mr Anthony Morson deposited the collection in stages during the course of 
the year and at the time of writing it awaits cataloguing. However, already it 
is clear where the strengths of the collection lie. The manufacture and sale of 
fine chemicals and proprietary medicines is richly documented by manufac- 
turing and financial records, sales literature, price lists and advertisements, 
largely of the later nineteenth and early twentieth centuries. The Morson 
premises, processes and workforce are superbly recorded in a fine visual 
record, including a series of magnificent photographs of the Ponder’s End 


works taken in 1915, the year of incorporation as a limited liability company. 


The earliest dated acquisition of the year was a medical consilium in Latin 
for the recently appointed Bishop of Ferrara, Cardinal Lorenzo Magalotti 
(d. 1637), by the Roman physician Vincenzo della Croce, 1628 (MS.7464). 


This document was formerly bound in the same volume as the statutes of 


Perugia University we reported last year (MS.7153), and may be by the same 
hand (whether della Croce’s or not is uncertain). Medical consilia were the 
formal means of consultation between learned physician and patient in the 
Renaissance and early modern period. The earliest examples in the Western 
Manuscripts collection, from Italy, date from the first half of the sixteenth 
century. Ihe emphasis is on prevention rather than cure, and the counsel is 
ad hominem, based on the patient’s temperament and the nature of the risks 
to health he may face. 


The medical remedies recorded in contemporary recipe books, by contrast, 
are concerned for the most part with cure (or at least relief from suffering), 
and are predicated on the notion of universality — a given remedy is as good 
for one individual as another, more or less. We have acquired two seven- 
teenth-century medical recipe books this year, one English, the other 
French. The former is a particularly fine specimen, apparently a fair-copy 
compilation written by or for a member of the Okeover family resident in 
London (MS.7391). Apart from the family interest, the new acquisition con- 
tains a rich and suggestive inventory of named sources for the remedies and 
should repay careful study for many years. The French recipe book is a more 
modest affair, a pocket-sized manual inscribed “secreta secretorum’, mixing 
medical, alchemical and other recipes in French, Latin and, occasionally, 
Spanish (MS.7298). Where the English book demands to be admired and 
read, with its large format and fine calligraphy, the French, with its secret 
alchemical scribblings, many in cipher, not to mention its recipes for ‘opiate 
ad coytum’ and ‘ad venerem mouvendam’, is, in keeping with its title, much 


more discreet. 


On more than one occasion in the past we have referred to the acquisition of 
manuscripts relating to medical education in Montpellier in the eighteenth 
century. This year we have purchased a transcript of lectures by Jean Astruc 
on the diseases of women and venereal diseases, delivered at Montpellier in 
c. 1723, in Latin, made by a student named Jean Marchon (MS.7332). 
Lectures by Jean Astruc (1684-1766) are well represented in the Western 
Manuscripts collection, but most relate to the period after 1731, when 
Astruc was appointed Professor of Medicine in the College Royal, Paris (cf. 
MS.7217 reported last year). The present manuscript, the earliest transcript 


of Astruc lectures in the collection, fills a conspicuous gap, covering the first 


years of Astruc’s tenure of his chair at Montpellier. 


The medical training available in Edinburgh in the eighteenth and nine- 
teenth centuries was noteworthy for, among other advantages, providing 
access to clinical cases in the Royal Infirmary. Students were encouraged to 
copy out details of cases in the teaching ward of the infirmary, where a visit- 
ing professor instructed students during the university term. The student 
notes have now taken on added importance as the Infirmary’s eighteenth- 
and early nineteenth-century ward journals have not survived. Even the 
more cursory ward ledgers have largely disappeared. We have acquired a 
student’s journal describing 34 cases in the Royal Infirmary seen between 
November 1805 and February 1806 (MS.7410). The student is anonymous, 
and only identifies the professor by his initial — “Dr H’ , probably either 
James Home (1758-1842), Professor of Materia Medica, or Thomas 
Charles Hope (1766-1844), Professor of Chemistry. The Western 
Manuscripts Department now hold four such casebooks (MSS.5939, 6053, 
6920 and 7410), covering the years 1789-1828, to add to the two 
(MSS.2595 and 2933) noted by Guenther Risse in Hospital Life in 
Enlightenment Scotland; Care and teaching at the Royal Infirmary of 
Edinburgh (Cambridge, 1986). 


The Wellcome collections have a long history of documenting alternative 
and fringe medicine, and this year we made three acquisitions that throw 
light on the resurgence of interest in mesmerism in Victorian England, and 
the related vogue for phrenology. The commonplace book of William 
Oldham (ff, 1828-1839), a London hatter (MS.7299), contains, besides 
business accounts, reportage, poetry and moral and mystical speculations, 
the latter touching on the nature of life, God, language and education. The 
relationship between the spiritual and physical was placed in sharp focus at 
this time by the renewal of interest in mesmerism, seen by some as an irrup- 
tion of the spiritual into the material world and by others as proof that the 
mental functions were part of the world of physical phenomena such as 
magnetism. In 1837 Oldham was present at several mesmeric demonstra- 


tions given in London by Baron Dupotet: 


“The Baron proceeded by placing his foot near the feet 
of the young man and passing his hands over his face... 
This patient did all he possibly could to resist any effect 
this operation might have upon him, but in spite of all his 
efforts he became sleepy... This is a wonderful phenome- 


non and shews the immense power of the human will.” 


At the same period, and involving an overlapping personnel, phrenology, or 
the analysis of character by the shape of the skull, enjoyed a vogue in this 
country, and in 1838 Oldham was analysed by Mr Burney, a phrenologist 
and physiognomist; perhaps unsurprisingly he was described as having ‘the 
reflective faculties predominating’. 


Mesmerism was also one of the phenomena that interested Herbert Mayo 
(1796-1852), MD, whose work Letters on the Truths Contained in Popular 
Superstitions first appeared in 1849. We have purchased a copy of this 
book, annotated by the author for the second edition (published in 1851), 
but also including additional notes and cuttings relating to mesmerism 


(MS.7300). 


Mesmeric experiments also feature in another of our new acquisitions, two 
volumes-of a diary_kept by a young teacher of deaf children 
(MSS.7352—-7353). Although originally from Cornwall, James Patterson 
was employed in Manchester, at the Deaf and Dumb Institution run by his 
uncle. The diaries span the period from February 1858 to March 1859 
(with a break over the summer) and in general record a daily routine of 
teaching, plus Patterson’s own studies at the School of Art, his interest in 
sports, and communication with his family in Cornwall. In the winter of 
1858 Patterson visited London, and records a busy round of touristic activi- 
ty, including a trip to the Crystal Palace at Sydenham, where he saw a 
model of the Great Eastern (having already seen the real thing in the 
Thames), a galvanic battery, ‘a number of Hottentots etc.’, the giant organ, 
and a Punch and Judy show. An evening out at the Colosseum features a 
conjuror, comic songs, and some mesmeric experiments, but, less dedicated 


than Oldham, Patterson leaves half-way through the last. 


Two additional manuscripts relating to British India were acquired during 
the year, both largely written during the 1850s. Charles Irving Smith 
(1809-1871), surgeon with the East India Company, was stationed at 
Bangalore in May 1850, when he began compiling the commonplace book 
that we purchased this year (MS.7367). The book is arranged alphabetically 
according to the schema prescribed in a contemporary classification — /ndex 
rerum on the plan of Mr Todd — and contains, besides medical notes (some 
recalling cases from the 1840s), many topographical, meteorological and his- 
torical entries. The bulk of Smith’s patients were ‘natives’, who suffered from 
a variety of afflictions from cholera to tiger-bite. Smith displays considerable 
interest in Indian remedies, including abortion techniques, in keeping with 
his general inquisitiveness about Indian customs and culture. The common- 
place book was inherited by his son, Henry Hammond Smith (1850-1924), 


who also served as a surgeon in India and made some entries in 1876. 


Also serving in the Madras Presidency of the East India Company was John 
William Mudge (1817-1886), who in August 1852 embarked from Madras 
with forces sent to reinforce the prosecution of the second Burmese War. 
Mudge began a journal on embarkation, which we purchased this year 
(MS.7454). He seems to have been responsible for the health of both men 
and horses, and conducted a number of autopsies on dead animals. Mainly 
as a result of contracting fever in Burma, Mudge was eventually invalided 
home from Madras in 1854, returning via Suez, Gibraltar and 
Southampton, passing en route troopships bound for the Crimea. Here the 
journal ends, apart from some additional entries written in Ceylon in 1859, 


where Mudge had taken leave to recover from the death of his wife.

Among the 65 accessions received (a complete list follows) those of particu- 
lar interest included the archive of the British Association of Occupational 
Therapists, dating from its foundation in 1936. These records sit alongside 
our existing holdings of the archive of the Chartered Society of 
Physiotherapy. Of significant interest to historians of the pharmaceutical 
industry are the records of Fennings Pharmaceuticals, a firm especially 
strong in the field of child proprietary medicines which sold widely in the 
Commonwealth. The business was founded in 1842 and started manufac- 
turing in 1850, being managed on the death of Alfred Fenning in 1900 by a 
trust, with profits going to the Shaftesbury Homes. The archive is rich in 
advertising literature and since it spans a long period (c. 1890-1997) shows 


the changes in the sales and marketing of medicines. 


We have been fortunate to acquire a fascinating insight into the pioneering 
years of medicine for women, with the donation of Florence Fenwick 
Miller’s unpublished autobiography. Fenwick Miller was a leading 
Victorian feminist, one of the first women to qualify in medicine in the UK, 
and also a popular public speaker. The autobiography describes her early 


struggles and experiences of medical education.

The CMAC had already received with the archives of the Queen’s Nursing 
Institute (QNI) some memorabilia of the Nation’s Fund for Nurses, which 
also played an important role in twentieth-century nursing. We were partic- 
ularly pleased therefore to discover that their complete minutes 
(1919-1980) were still extant and held at the QNI headquarters. Apart 
from minutes, there are records of other related funds for nurses, including 
the Edith Cavell Homes of Rest for Nurses. These were transferred to us 
during the year and occupy 13 boxes. 


The Royal College of Pathologists kindly offered us a number of their 


deposited collections. 


We were delighted to be given additional papers by C P Blacker’s son, since 
these will add to the Blacker papers already received from the Wellcome 


Unit for the History of Medicine, Oxford, and supplement our holdings of 
the Eugenics Society archive (of which Blacker was General Secretary). 
Another significant addition to a collection already with us were the minute 
books of the (London) Association of Registered Medical Women, 
1879-1925, received with other additional materials from the Medical 
Women’s Federation as a result of Lesley Hall’s article about the archive in 


Medical Woman. 


As usual, our acquisitions have normally been generously given or placed on 
long-term loan. An exception was the purchase of a series of letters received 
by Sir William Bayliss (1860-1921), whose correspondents included many 
eminent figures in physiology. We are grateful to the Western Manuscripts 
Department for using their budget to purchase this collection. 


There have been 65 accessions from 1 October 1996 to 30 September 1997, 
of which 38 were additional accessions to collections already held in the 
CMAC. (Some collections were received in more than one accession, hence 


57 are actually noted.)

Alcohol Concern: the CMAC expressed interest and sent a leaflet to their 
Librarian at the suggestion of Dianne Hayter, Wellcome Trust Director of 
Corporate Affairs. 


Dr Roger Altounyan (d.1988): the personal papers of Dr Altounyan, who 
worked for Fisons, where he tested a series of compounds and was involved 
in the development of sodium cromoglycate, were brought to our attention 
by Mr Alan Edwards. He will suggest to the family that they come to the 
CMAC. 


British Society for Clinical Neurophysiology: at the suggestion of Dr Ray 
Cooper, of Cooper Scientific, the CMAC wrote to Professor Graham 
Harding, President of the Society, enquiring about their archives 


Burden Neurological Institute: at the suggestion of Dr Rhodri Hayward, of 
the Wellcome Institute for the History of Medicine, the CMAC made a 
survey visit to the Burden and confirmed our interest in its archives. We rec- 
ommended that artefacts constructed by the Institute for its research might 
be placed with the Science Museum; Dr Ghislaine Lawrence of the Science 


Museum was contacted. 


Common Cold Unit: we discussed the records with the Medical Research 
Council archivist; we felt that only a sample of the trial records should be 


kept. It is possible that they may remain with MRC. 


European Society of Clinical Virology: Dr Jennifer Best, a committee 
member of the Society, approached us for information about what to do 
with their archives, dating back to 1976. We indicated an interest; the

Dr R K and Mrs Gerda M Freudenberg, psychiatrist and music therapist

FINDING AIDS 


Western Manuscripts 


Following the policy change announced in last year’s Annual Review, Chris 
Hilton began the huge task of integrating the Autograph Letters Collection 
into the Manuscripts sequence. By the end of September 1997 he had inte- 
grated 1151 files, representing 6681 individual documents. Cataloguing of 
manuscripts reached MS.7453 by the end of September (from 7219 at 
September 1996). Most of the 234 additional manuscripts added to the 
sequence were former autograph letter files or combinations of files, 
although 40 were new accessions. Large autograph letter files receive their 
own manuscript number; the smaller accumulations of material are grouped 
by language and date into miscellanies. The files were originally arranged in 
alphabetical order of letter-writer and, in general, cataloguing has proceeded 
following this sequence, dealing this year with initials M to R. However, 
some files from elsewhere in the Autograph Letters Collection have also been 
reclassified: sometimes because they link thematically with items encoun- 
tered in the course of alphabetical progress, sometimes in order to give mate- 
rial an up-to-date reference before mentioning it in print, and occasionally 
because of the acquisition of new letters to add to the file. 


Eminent medical names among the 6681 documents integrated this year 
include William Lawrence (MS.7296), Patrick Manson (MS.7245), William 
Osler'(MS.7379), James Paget (MS.7377), Philippe Pinel. (MS.7419),. Di Arcy 
Power (MS.7440), and the Richards Quain (MS.7434). Scientists include 
Gideon Mantell (MS.7247), Guglielmo Marconi (MS.7259), Nevil 
Maskelyne (MS.7305), Isaac Newton (MS.7361), Francois Vincent Raspail 
(MS.7445) and Antoine Ferchault de Réamur (MS.7447). A number of let- 
ters grouped by theme were also reclassified this year: a file of letters relating 
to botanists became MS.7327, while one concerned with geologists, mineral- 
ogists and palaeontologists became MS.7323. Travellers and explorers are 
represented by Joseph Banks (MS.7331), David Livingstone (MS.7329), 
other African explorers (MS.7330), Clements Markham (MS.7308), and 
travellers elsewhere (MS.7328). Polar explorers and related figures, including 
George Back, John Franklin, William Parry, John Rae, James Clark Ross, 
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John Ross, Edward Sabine, and William Scoresby, are now found under 


MSS.7401—7404. 


A group of letters received by Henry Charlton Bastian (1837-1913), which 
had already been extracted from various autograph letter files before Chris 
began systematic work, was catalogued as MS.7220. 


Chris Hilton also completed the integration of the Florence Nightingale 
photocopied letters into our systems (see Annual Review, 1995/96). This 
material, mainly comprising copies of correspondence and papers at 
Claydon House and elsewhere, now occupies MSS.8991—9109. A union 
handlist of documents relating to Florence Nightingale in the Western 
Manuscripts department was compiled, subsuming the old list of original 


letters by Nightingale (MSS.5471-5483). 


Further editorial work was carried out on the word-processed catalogue of 
Western Manuscripts MSS.5120—6244 prior to publication. This catalogue 
is expected to be published in 1998. 


The word-processed catalogue and index of the Barlow papers (PP/BAR), in 
preparation for some years (see previous Annual Reviews), was completed, 
and copies made available in the Wellcome Institute Library and via the 


National Register of Archives. 


The existing handlist of Lister family papers was expanded and reissued as 
a union guide to Lister materials in the department. The new handlist 
describes MSS.6178—-6200 and 6961-6989, as well as incorporating data 
on the Lister manuscripts described in the Moorat catalogue, and related 


material elsewhere. 


Chris Hilton made two additions to the series of subject digests. An old list- 
ing of tropical African materials was expanded and systematized into an 
exhaustive guide to materials relating to Africa in our holdings (subject guide 
4); and a new digest to materials relating to London was compiled from 


scratch (subject guide 5).

Cataloguing continued on several large collections in the archives, resulting 
in lists in a final stage of checking and others virtually completed. The 
Queen’s Nursing Institute archive is a large and complex set of records and 
has come to us in several accessions over a number of years which has delayed 
finalizing this list. Shirley Dixon has continued to work on this and in the 
process has catalogued the archives of the Nation’s Fund for Nurses whose 
committee minutes had previously been housed at the QNI. Both lists will 
be ready by the end of the year. The archives of the Neonatal Society were 
also listed by her. Incorporation of a further large accession of Medical 
Women’s Federation records necessitated a revision of their list by Lesley 
Hall who also listed two of the major collections received from the 
Wellcome Unit for the History of Medicine, Oxford, the papers of C P 
Blacker and the minutes of the British Social Hygiene Council. Both of these 
collections are already in demand and it is gratifying to note that Dr 
Blacker’s son gave additional material to us subsequent to the transfer. The 
archives of Action on Smoking and Health (ASH) were particularly prob- 
lematic because of the lack of any structure in the way that they had been 
kept by ASH. Isobel Hunter has completed a list which, as usual with large 
lists of archives of organizations, includes a chronological breakdown of the 
background and history of ASH which helps researchers to find their way 
through the files. Her other major listing this year was the papers of Sir 
Harold Whittingham. 


The British Association for Occupational Therapy funded the employment of 
a trained archivist, Andrew Thompson, to list its archive. In addition, a large 
number of smaller collections was catalogued in the course of the year. These 
included the European Collaborative Health Services Study (GC/191), the 
papers of Letitia Fairfield (GC/193), Balint seminar transcripts (GC/216 and 
GC/169), Willcox’s reports on scurvy and beri-beri (GC/185), papers of Dr 
H D Chalke, Medical Officer of Health (GC/200), papers of Sir John 
Gaddum (GC/213), records of the Travelling Surgical Society (SA/TSS), and 
the Oral History Survey of General Practice (GP/29). The papers of Edith 
Biulbring (PP/BUL) were listed by an archive student, Nick Wood. 
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Additional accessions were incorporated into ten other collection lists. Sort 
codes were added to the PP/FPW database in IDEALIST to enable the out- 
put of a printed list in a more coherent and logical order, but this collection 
still requires considerable physical rearrangement to enable easier production 
to readers. Work continues on the additional material received from the 
Pioneer Health Centre (SA/PHC), Evans papers (PP/PRE), and the Beit 
Memorial Fund (SA/BMF). 


We are very grateful to Professor Patricia Tippett and to Dr Lise Wilkinson 
for the assistance they have given us this year. Patricia Tippett has helped 
identify and provided a notional rearrangement of the MRC Blood Group 
Unit files based on her knowledge of them as Director of the Unit, and Lise 
Wilkinson has helped identify members of the Royal Society of Tropical 
Medicine whose photographs are among the Society’s papers in the CMAC. 


Inputting data for the special Wellcome Archives cataloguing project by 
Jennifer Haynes continued apace, with assistance from Tracy Tillotson, who 
is checking and listing the museum accession slips. One of the key motives 
for cataloguing the material is to enable the Science Museum to identify doc- 
umentation on the Wellcome collections now held there. A demonstration 
of the project and the way searches could be made on it was given to Robert 
Bud and Tim Boon from the Science Museum on 9 July 1997 and they were 
delighted with the progress so far. 


New ‘sources leaflets’ on material in the CMAC on Southern Africa (no. 33) 


and charities and medical missionaries (no. 34) have been produced.

CONSERVATION AND REPROGRAPHY 


Conservation 


Western Manuscripts 

An outside conservator repaired a group of letters by James Currie 
(MS.6908), letters of Paul Ehrlich (MS.6078), and a memoir by Robert 
Morrison (MS.7127). Some accounts of the Chatham Chest (MS.7077) were 
disbound and conserved, and the casebook of Nicholas Gaynsford 
(MS.6919) repaired and given new limp-vellum covers. 


As part of the Autograph Letters cataloguing project, the catalogued material 
is gradually being transferred to modern four-flap conservation-grade folders, 
in place of the old acidic manilla files. 


CMAC 

We are indebted to the Royal Army Medical Corps (RAMC) for raising 
funds to enable the copying and conservation of a collection of nineteenth- 
century portrait photographs of medical officers (the “Netley photographs’, 
RAMC 52). This series of over 400 photographs, mainly cartes de visite, date 
from the 1850s and 1860s, and many are identified. 


This year, the CMAC’s conservation work was undertaken by Ann 
Spreadbury of the Library’s Conservation Department. She undertook the 
repair of Sir Anthony Bowlby’s scrapbook (GC/181/A.6), an unusual format 
volume of ready-gummed leaves. The leaves had stuck to one another and 
the enclosed correspondence, reports and newspaper cuttings were all in 
need of repair. Sheets have now been inserted in order to prevent the leaves 
from sticking again, and the volume has been microfilmed so that the origi- 


nal should not have to be consulted in ordinary circumstances. 


Other work carried out included flattening, cleaning and housing two large 
polio survey graphs (PP/JRH/B.83); repair of an acidic and fractured certifi- 
cate of incorporation, 1905, from the Chartered Society of Physiotherapy 
(SA/CSP); flattening, cleaning and housing outsize photographs and an 
album from Donald Hunter’s papers (PP/HUN); repair of individual sheets 
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Selection from the large collection of ‘Netley photographs’, portraits of nineteenth- 
century medical officers who trained at the Army Medical School, Netley (RAMC 52). 
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of correspondence and printed leaflets from the Lister Institute archive, 
involving a wide variety of types of damaged paper (SA/LIS); minor repairs to 
two minute books of the Mental Aftercare Association (SA/MAC); repair of 
tattered posters in the Queen’s Nursing Institute archive (SA/QNI); and 
treatment of mould damage on letters of Helena Wright (PP/HRW). 
Containers were constructed for several of the oversize items among these, 


and for other oversize items and small items within boxes. 


In addition, advice was given on future treatment for various items, 
including Lillias Hamilton’s scrapbook (PP/HAM/A.28), Sir Charles Bell’s 
watercolours of casualties from Waterloo (RAMC 95), a Health Visitors’ 
Association minute book (SA/HVA/B.1/7), and minutes of the British 
Association of Occupational Therapy (SA/BAO).

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READERSHIP AND COLLECTION USE 


Western Manuscripts 


Reader enquiries answered by letter, fax and e-mail numbered 132, a slight 


increase on the previous year (118). 


Usage of the collection showed steady growth: although the number of indi- 
vidual readers in 1996/97 (158) was a little down on the previous year (164), 
the number of recorded reader visits to the Poynter room to consult Western 
Manuscripts rose by over 20 per cent (from 365 in 1995/96 to 443 in 
1996/97). These figures exclude Library staff. The number of recorded 
orders for items from the collection, whether volumes, files, or boxes, 


totalled 697.

Thirty-two of our readers consulted manuscripts written before 1600, two- 
thirds of them from overseas. The pattern of interest in our manuscripts 
shown in former years was repeated: the early modern English recipe books 
by women were again most in demand, followed by medieval manuscripts, 
especially herbals, alchemical manuscripts, eighteenth-century medical and 
scientific correspondence, nineteenth-century records of treatment of the 
mentally ill, and letters by Florence Nightingale (a hardy perennial).

In view of the number of readers consulting the archives it has, regretfully, 
been decided that this year the CMAC will not include details of readers’ 
research and the collections consuted as previously. This information cur- 
rently takes up over 20 pages of our report. However, the information will 
continue to be kept and it will be sent to donor/depositors who desire to 
know what use is made of the collections placed with us and it can be sent to 


others wishing to receive it. 


Subjects for which the archives were consulted continued to be as varied as 
always, ranging from biographical research (Vera Brittain, Dr James Barry, 
Melanie Klein and Paracelsus), to research with specific clinical interest 
(abnormal haemoglobin research in Africa) and broad themes (Victorian 
medical women and imperial medicine, advertising by doctors, the introduc- 


tion of life-saving medical techniques). 


We continue to be busy with reader visits and enquiries. Approximately 300 
postal, fax and e-mail enquiries were dealt with. Visitor numbers were slightly 
up on the previous year, with 314 readers (296 last year) and there were 925 
reader visits (since some readers visit on many occasions). The latter is a sub- 
stantial increase on the 785 of the previous year. The number of boxes and 
items produced remains steady at c. 2170 boxes (c. 8750 items). 


As always, the Royal Army Medical Corps Muniment Collection continues 
to attract a large readership (58), but apart from that the Medical Women’s 
Federation archive remains the most heavily used, with 45 readers, with the 
Eugenics Society and British Medical Association following. In all, 158 col- 
lections in the CMAC (excluding RAMC) were consulted.

SURVEYS 


As usual, a number of visits were made by staff to view manuscripts for sale 
and to collect or appraise collections. Those which may lead to a transfer of 
material to the Wellcome Institute Library are noted under “CMAC 
Approaches Pending or Promised’. The archivists continue to regard it as an 
important part of their work that they do what they can to give general 
advice, when requested, on issues surrounding the housing and selection of 
archives and records. Such survey/visits made by CMAC during the year 
included Arthritis Care, the Homeopathic Hospital, the Occupational and 
Environmental Diseases Association, the Planned Environment Therapy 
Trust, the Royal Humane Society, St Christopher's Hospice with papers of 
Dame Cicely Saunders, and Dr John Walter Squire. 


Hospital Records Database (HOSPREC) 


Progress has been made with the Hospital Records Database (formerly 
Hospital Records Project) with the help of Roger Maxwell, who was 
employed by the Public Record Office from January 1996, based at the 
Wellcome Institute. His employment on the project finished on 3 October 
1997. We are indebted to Roger, Phillip Clayton-Gore and the Public 
Record Office for their valuable support for this project, which has been run 
jointly with the PRO since 1985. Roger completed various essential tasks: he 
introduced more uniformity into the data, entered a considerable amount of 
new data, assisted in the design of the searcher screens, tested the ACCESS 
software stages as they were handed over by the Wellcome Trust’s 
Information Systems Department, designed more forms for answering 
enquiries and assisted with a steady number of enquiries. 


Numerous meetings were held with PRO staff and the Wellcome Trust IS 
Department. The process of transferring the data from its SMART data- 
base to ACCESS took longer than anticipated, and the design of a simple, 
user-friendly front end which concentrates on searches by name of hospital 
or town was eventually decided on, since this represents the overwhelming 
approach by those searching the database. More complex searching, by 


hospital or record type, for example, would still require assistance from 
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archives staff. At the end of September the database was close to being 
ready to go into the Catalogue Hall in the Wellcome Institute Library, and 
it should be available for public searching at the Public Record Office by 
the end of the year. 


The database now holds 2400 entries with information on hospitals 
throughout the UK, and the next stage will be to publicize its usefulness and 
encourage the incorporation of further information. 


Medical Archives and Manuscripts Survey (MAMS) 


Progress continues with the checking and completion of a number of out- 
standing entries for this project. Visits were made to the Salvation Army 
Heritage Centre, Highgate Literary and Scientific Institution, London 
School of Hygiene and Tropical Medicine, Public Record Office and Royal 


Botanic Gardens, Kew.

Database of Historical Records of the British 
Pharmaceutical Industry 


This survey is not conducted by Wellcome Institute staff but by researchers 
from the Business Archives Council, with Wellcome Trust funding. 
However, a considerable proportion of the records surveyed are among our 
holdings, and time was spent during the year checking draft entries for the 
database. It is intended to provide public access to the database in the 
Library catalogue hall in the near future. A hard-copy publication is expected

OTHER 


During February the CMAC employed staff to finish the re-spacing of 
shelves in the stacks to allow for a higher density of housing of the archives. 
As usual, the CMAC was also closed to readers for a one-week period 


(28 July — 1 August) to allow for routine stack checking. 


Both departments contributed a number of items to the Library’s exhibition 
on new accessions, held from 13 January to 14 March, and to the History of 
Medicine Gallery exhibitions, ‘Dr Death’ and ‘Saving Bodies, Saving Souls’. 


Items from the papers of Edith Bilbring were copied for an exhibition on 


the history of motility held by the American Motility Society. 


Richard Aspin curated a Library reading room exhibition on Anglo-Chinese 
relations — ‘Hong Kong Exchange’ — marking the end of British rule in 
Hong Kong, which was displayed from 2 May to 6 June. 


The BBC filmed some Western Manuscripts and RAMC material for use in 
its teaching series on the history of medicine, which appeared in spring 1998. 


A temporary archivist, Elaine Penn, was appointed for four weeks in 
September to input data from the CMAC Accessions Register onto the 
IDEALIST system designed by Jennifer Haynes, to facilitate greater 
accessions/collection management control. Collections Administration 
Database (CAD) is now accessible via the CMAC’s file share network and, 
while it will need further careful checking, it has already substantially 
improved speed of access to vital information on each of the c. 500 


collections in the CMAC.
